print on the cov ering of the parcel, 
or on a tag or label attached to it, 
the occupation of the sender, and to 
indicate in a small space by means 
of marks, letters, numbers, names or 
other brief description, the charac-; 
ter of the parcel, hut ample 
space 
must he left on the address side for 
the full address in legible cha ra cters 
and for the necessary 
stamps.

scriptions such a s “ Merry 
Christ­ 
mas,’’ “ Plea se do not 
open 
until 
Christmas,” 
“ Happy

Year,” 
“ With best wishes,” and the like, may 
he placed on the cov ering of the piv r- 
cel in such a manner as not to in- 
terfere with the address.

Mr. Alger further shows that, be­ 
cause of a leak in the roof at the 
plant which should be repaired at 
once, ground wires at the plant are 
not working. 
They are for the pur­ 
pose of 
“ grounding” 
electricity is 
ca se it strikes the wires Einy place in 
the city . 
Should electricity strike 
the wires now, it might run into any 
home on the city lines. 


The feed water regulator hav e been 
taken off the boilers, Mr. Alger sa y s. 
They were one there for the sa fety of 
the boilers. 


There are so many lea ks in 
the 
boilers, Mr. Alger points out, and the 
ex haust from these leaks make so 
much noise that .soon the men at the 
plant will be unable to hear the fire 
gong. 


Apropos to the whole question, Mr. 
Alger a sks in closing: 
“HOW much 
Is lnnis, Pearce & Co., Spending for 
fire protection? will other people have 
to do the same thing? the only diffi­ 
culty is they can’t afford it.*'

by Constitution. 


New Yo rk, Oct. 31.—In the United 
States district co u rt a su it to enjo in 
Martin H. Gly nn fro m acting as go v ­ 
erno r o f New Yo rk and to co mp el the 
reinstatem ent o f William Su lzer has 
been filed by William Mo o re, a p rinter 
o n the New Yo rk Wo rld. The p etitio n 
names no t o nly Go v erno r Gly nn as a 
defendant, bu t also Mr. Su lzer, v ario u s 
state o fficials, the members o f the 
co u rt o f ap p eals and the state sena­ 
to rs who sat in the imp eachment co u rt 
The p etitio n charges that a gro u p 
o f men in New Yo rk state hav e u snrli­ 
ed the go v ernmental fu nctio ns o f the 
state, are u sing them fo r p u rp o ses 
o ther than the benefit o f the citizens, 
and thereby hav e dep riv ed the citizens 
o f the rights gu aranteed by the co nsti­ 
tu tio n o f the United States. 
In o ther 
wo rds the p etitio n alleges that becau se 
o f the u su rp atio n o f p o wer, the state no 
lo nger has a Rep u blican fo rm o f go v ­ 
ernment, as defined by the United 
States co nstitu tio n. 
Mr. Mo o re said 
that neither Mr. Pu litzer no r the Wo rld 
was in any way interested in the ac­ 
tio n. 
He said that the case will co me 
u p o n mo tio n nex t week. 
The p etitio n say s that p rio r to Jan. 
I last tile state o f New Yo rk ap p ro p ri­ 
ated and ex p ended hu ndreds o f mil­ 
lio ns o f do llars,

been p aid o u t by the v ario u s p u blic 
o fficers entru sted therewith in su ch a 
manner as to fo ster a stro ng feeling 
o n the p art o f citizens o f the state that 
the time had arriv ed when the safety 
and welfare o f the state req u ired a 
tho ro u gh inv estigatio n by the federal 
go v ernment in the natu re o f a lu ll, 
co mp lete and detailed acco u nting by 
all o fficers o f the state and the v ario u s 
p o litical su bdiv isio ns, no t o nly as to 
the ex p enditu res o f v ast su ms o f mo n­ 
ey , bu t also as to the p ro p riety o f the 
p o litical ap p o intments made in the v a­ 
rio u s dep artm ents and the character 
and efficiency thereo f. 
Nex t the p etitio n alleges that the

teresting themselv es in the ex p endi­ 
tu re o f the mo ney o f the state and its 
v ario u s p o litical su bdiv isio ns hav e su c­ 
ceeded in getting co ntro l o f many o f 
the o ffices by o btaining the electio n o r 
ap p o intment to many o ffices, inclu ding 
the membership in the legislatu re o f 
men who are who lly in sy mp athy with 
them hi the p erfo rmance o f the fu nc­ 
tio n o f their sev eral o ffices o r o f the 
lack o f p erfo rmance.” 
It is charged that these “citizens"

Mayor 
Black, and his council in addition to

light plant, has bonded the city for 
$22,000 to install new boilers and 
dig new wells. 
The previous admin­ 
istration spent $8,000 more and did 
not issue a bond. 


There are other considerations, 
too. 
While the Cowing

methods, it reduced 
the 
tax 
rate 
twenty cents on the hundred dollars. 
The present administration 
has not 
reduced the tax rate 
a 
cent, but 
rather should have raised it this year 
in order to get enough money to pay 
current expenses.
